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Dispatcher job is more 
than customer service

WILMINGTON — If you 
dial 911 from any Wilming- 
ton landline or recently 
purchased cellphone line, 
Wilmington’s public safety 
dispatchers are the ones 
who will answer. Then, 
according to the priority 
and severity of the issue, 
they’ll raise the concern to 
the appropriate party. But 
taking notes and commu- 
nicating with the fire and 
the police departments are 
not all of the responsibili- 
ties of a dispatcher. 

While the job of public 
safety dispatcher is a desk 
job, it’s not a job that just 
anyone can do. Wilming- 
ton Dispatch Supervisor 
Corey Swift explained how 
Wilmington’s dispatchers 
receive training far be- 
yond that required by the

state. 

“Every [dispatcher] in 
the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts will have the 
public safety telecommuni- 
cator training,” he said. 

This is where they learn 
call taking, customer serv- 
ice, stress managing, and 
other necessary skills for 
the job. 

“To answer 911 calls you 
need the state 911 depart- 
ment’s two-day course.” 

Then, they will also take 
an emergency medical dis- 
patch class. After their 
classroom-style training is 
complete, new hires re- 
ceive one-on-one training 
from someone in the pub- 
lic safety department. 

The town takes this train- 
ing even further by requir- 
ing each of them to take 16 
hours of continuing educa- 
tion every year. Topics that 
Swift sees a lot of them 


studying include hostage 
negotiation, disaster oper- 
ations, and suicide inter- 
vention. 

“This way, they’re stay- 
ing up-to-date with the 
techniques.” 

He said it’s a priority of 
the public safety depart- 
ment to avoid making mi- 
nor mistakes that end up 
being costly in terms of 
both lives and money. 

With the help of training, 
dispatchers are required to 
assess a situation and then 
identify what assets need 
to be sent out. Swift men- 
tioned how between the 
training program and spe- 
cific procedures, there’s 
room for each dispatcher 
to use some of their own 
judgment outside of what 
they’ve been taught. They 
often have to delegate and

Relay for Life OE bi 
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Capt. Rene LaRivee, navigator on an ill-fated B-47

The B-47 Stratojet was an 
awesome, beautiful plane 
with, ‘six jet engines on 
swept- -back wings. Intro- 
duced in 1947, the B-47 
marked a giant step forward 
in aircraft technology, the 
first U.S. bomber built as a 
jet. Its ceiling was 40,440 
feet, with a top speed of 650 
m.ph’ It was designed to 
handle nuclear weapons. By 
1955; the U.S. Air Force had 
moré-than 2 ,000 B-47’s. 

But ‘there were problems. 
The B-47 could be unstable, 
espevially on take-off. In its 
opérational lifetime, there 
were 208 crashes, 10 percent 
of the: fleet. The danger be- 
came painfully obvious to 
thé men flying them. While 
the plane provided an excep- 
tional’ flying experience, the 
knowledge that many were 
crashing was hard to ignore. 

One’ of those crashes 
claimed the life of Air Force

igator on a B-47 that crashed 
at Eielson Air Force Base, 
near’ Fairbanks Alaska on 
Jan. 14, 1960. 

LaRivee had just been pro- 
moted to captain while on 
forward deployment at Eiel- 
son. His home base was at 
Schilling AFB in Salina, 
Kansas. 

Capt. LaRivee was 27 years 
old,-and married with four 
children, the youngest less 
than «a month old. He had 
grown up on Concord Street, 
the son of Rene and Marjorie 
Bre He graduated from 


ie gh 
ie 


Wilmington High School in 


1950. Rene LaRivee, Sr. 
served as Wilmington’s Civil 
Defense Director in the 1950s 
and as a selectman in the 
1960s. 

LaRivee had enlisted in the 
U.S. Air Force in April 1952 
and had then gone to Of- 
ficers Candidates School in 
Sacramento. It was in Sac- 
ramento that he met Jeanne 
Dodson. They were married 
in Houston in 1954 where 
Rene was a navigation in- 
structor. Their first three 
children were born there. He 
was then transferred to Kan- 
sas. 

‘The B-47 regularly flew 
with a crew of three men, 
sometimes four. The pilot and 
co-pilot were in a canopied 
cockpit, a unique feature for 
a bomber. LaRivee served as 
the navigator/bombadier. 


This placed him 
in the nose of the 
plane, below and 
ahead of the cock- 
pit. There was an 
exit door below 
and a_ 12-foot 
ramp up to the 
cockpit. 

The Eielson Air 
Force Base is in 
eastern Alaska, 
26 miles south- 
east of Fair- 
banks. There was 
no permanent 
squadron of B-47s 
attached to Eiel- 
son, but it served 
as a forward 
operating base 
for squadrons 
based elsewhere. 
Officially, the mission was 
mapping northern territo- 
ries north of the USSR (Rus- 
sia), but in reality, the B-47s 
were up there to keep nu- 
clear weaponry airborne at 
all times. 

In spite of having six jet 
engines, the B-47 was slow 
on take-off, and required 
rocket boosters in the tail 
for added thrust. Landings 
were also tricky. It cruised 
at 525 m.p.h. and needed a 
parachute in the tail to pro- 
vide braking while landing. 

Searches in newspapers of 
the late 1950s reveal the 
story of the crashes, one or 
two a month. On one partic- 
ularly bad day, two planes 
came down. By 1958, the Air 
Force made a decision to 
phase out the B-47. Its suc- 


‘cessor would be the B-52, a 


much larger eight-engine 


jet, some of which are still 
in service today. The devel- 
opment of intercontinental 
missiles (ICBM) also re- 
duced the dependence on 
bombers. 

The B-47 was taken out of 
service in 1965 and none have 
flown since 1969. A few are 
on exhibit at bases or muse- 
ums. The 1955 Jimmy Stew- 
art movie Strategic Air Com- 
mand has some footage of 
the B-47 in action. 

The flight on Jan. 14, 1960 
was piloted by Capt. Daniel 
J. Hahn, 31. Capt. Alfred S. 
Despres was the co-pilot. 
First Lt. James L. Kearney, 
23, was listed as a second co- 
pilot. He was in the bay, 
below the cockpit. Capt. 
LaRivee was in the nose of 
the plane. 

After the plane had lifted 
off, there was a question of 
whether the landing gear 
had fully retracted, so Capt. 
Hahn received permission to 
fly past the tower for a visu- 
al inspection. The plane 
then apparently lost power 
and veered to the right, with 
Hahn trying to avoid a hous- 
ing area. It clipped some 
trees and crashed in a muni- 
tions dump. 

There was considerable 
structural damage to the 
lower area of the plane, leav- 
ing Capt. LaRivee and Lt. 
Kearney trapped in the bay. 
The co-pilot, Capt. Despres 
escaped from the cockpit 
and started to run. Capt. 
Hahn, who was tangled in his 
parachute harness with his 
clothes afire. Despres went 
back and was able to rescue

Hahn. But his efforts to 
reach Kearney and LaRivee 
were futile. With ordnance 
explosions and fire, rescue 
crews were unable to reach 
the plane until the next day. 
The plane was not armed 
with nuclear weapons. Hahn 
and Despres both survived, 
but LaRivee and Kearney 
perished. 

Capt. LaRivee’s widow, now 
Jeanne Cariglio, said that 
Rene had never wanted to 
discuss the plane’s. safety 
with her. But she said that 
six men they knew were kil- 
led in B-47 crashes. It was a 
subject that Rene avoided. 
He had told her, though, that 
if anything happened, he 
wanted his family to return 
to Wilmington. 

Capt. Rene LaRivee was 
buried in Wildwood Ceme- 
tery on Jan. 27, 1960 with full 
military honors. Several 
months later, the LaRivee- 
Wynne trophy for excellence 
in navigation & bombing was 
created at Schilling AFB. 
After the base was closed, 
the trophy was presented to 
Jeanne LaRivee Cariglio by 
the leader of the last team to 
have won it. 


Jeanne LaRivee bought a 
house on Roberts Road in 
Wilmington, where _ she 
raised her four children. The 
LaRivees have always been 
an Air Force family. Rene’s 
brother Bob followed him 
into the Air Force as did both 
of his sons. Stephen served 
four years as a security spe- 
cialist in the late 1970s. David 
LaRivee’s ambition was to 
attend the U.S. Air Force 
Academy. He graduated in 
1980 and married the first 
woman graduate of the acad- 


emy. They have both had bril- 


liant careers in the Air Force, 
achieving the rank of colonel 
before retirement. David ‘is 
now an assistant professor 
economics at the academy, 
with a master’s degree ‘in 
operations research and: a 
doctorate in international 
economics. 

Their son and daughter 
also graduated from the 
academy and are now US. 
Air Force pilots.

I answered him that this 
had to have been impres- 
sive and he saw America at 
its best. This became my 
Memorial Day memory as 
well as thinking of our lo- 
cal victims of all wars. 

Doing some research on 
Kevin’s journey and the 
importance of the US Navy 
victim’s remains, I found 
out that his name was Wil- 
lard Lawson who was a na- 
tive of Kentucky and at the 
age of 25 was killed at Pear] 
Harbor with 428 others 
aboard the USS Oklahoma 
when nine Japanese torpe- 
dos capsized the ship in the 
harbor with Larsen’s body 
not identified until recent 
advanced DNA testing 
proved positive for the 
young Navy man from Ken- 
tucky. Lawson’s remains 
were to be taken to the 
Louisville airport through 
the streets of Milton and 
Madison Kentucky and laid 
to rest in the Veteran’s Me- 
morial Cemetery with hon- 
ors on Saturday. 

What I also found in fol- 
lowing the trail of my son’s 
experience was the realiza- 
tion in the sources I check- 
ed that of the 400,000 Am- 
ericans who died in World 
War II, 72,738 of our mili- 
tary are still unaccounted 
for in what I read, which is 
so sad. The experience that 
Kevin witnessed is great 
testimony on the way we

The three-mile walk around 
Jordan Pond is a beautiful expe- 
rience, combining gravel paths 
with wooden plank walks. and 
wide granite blocks.

phone and make a world of 
difference. 

Stressing the necessity and 
importance of good training, 
the Wilmington dispatchers 
don’t overlook the customer 
service requirements of their 
job. 

“Every call that we take is 
someone in some level of cri- 
sis,” Swift continued. 

They care about making 
sure people are satisfied 
with the level of service they 
receive and they don’t settle 
for anything less. 

“We don’t want to ever say 
‘that’s not our problem’... we 
try to deal with everything 
that we can internally.” 

When they need to, they’ll 
transfer someone to_ the 
right section of the public 
safety department or to the 
state police. 

Swift’s job as dispatch su- 
pervisor is to help facilitate 
the collaboration between 
dispatchers and the police 
and fire departments. He 
has flexibility between dis- 
patching responsibility, ad- 
ministrative tasks, and 


things delegated to him by 
the police officers and. fire- 
fighters. 

“I’m not the department 
head but people come to-me 
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with problems from below or | 


above,” he said. 

What he really wants’is to 
let people know that dispatch- 
ers are trained and ready for 
whatever crises come their 
way. pe 

At any moment, there are 
two or three dispatchers. in 
the Public Safety Building 
waiting to answer any phone 
call to a public safety person. 

“One dispatcher handles 
most of the police traffic’and 
another the fire traffic, The 
third person will act as-over- 
flow.” wit 

They make sure people 
aren’t sitting on hold when 
they call 911. They have a 
current staff of 11 but are 
looking to hire another public 
safety dispatcher to make up 
a full staff of 12. Swift main- 
tains that all of their employ- 
ees are wholly dedicated. to 
getting people the service 
that they need and fast..

Despite falling short of

While the game ended in a 
9-8 .overtime loss to the 
Redmen, McDannell felt like 
his team played very well as 
the season comes to a close. 
“43 ~was evenly played all 
the way through, really just 
a-great game by both 
teams;” McDannell said. 
“We would have loved to pull 
it out for our seniors, but of 
course Tewksbury wanted 
the. same thing and they 
were’able to get the win.” 

The Wildcats were led on 
offense by senior attack 
Andrew Sullivan as well as 
freshman midfielder Gavin 


Erickson, who had two goals . 


apiece: Senior attack Ben 
Wright, senior midfielder 
Connor Benoit, junior mid- 
fielder Christian Robarge 
and -junior attack Zach 
Kincaid all had one goal 
each, ‘but it was not quite 
enough to top the Redmen, 
who overcame an 8-6 fourth 
quarter deficit to tie the 
game at 8-8 with just over a 
minute and a half to go 
before winning in overtime. 

“I felt like defensively, we 
played a great game,” 
McDannell said: “I have 
always felt that it you could 
hold an opponent under ten 
goals, you should have a 
chance to win, and we were 
able to do that because our 
defense played so well, but 
we just couldn’t score 
enough to get the win. 

“Their goalie (Ryan Day) 
was. very strong, and our 
guys did a great job of mov- 
ing the ball around to beat 
him a few times, but he was 
very good.

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McDannell was especially 
impressed with the play of 
senior defender Kyle 
Kenyon and junior defender 
Thomas Grecco.

The. Wildcats also got an 
outstanding effort in goal 
from senior goalie Ryan 
Murphy. 

“Ryan played great today,” 
McDannell said. “He made 
some huge stops and really 
did a great job throughout 
the game.” 

In their previous game 
against Lowell last Friday 
night, the Wildcats had also 
gone to overtime, but this 
time with much different 
results, as they pulled out a 
16-15 triple overtime victory 
on the road against their 
non-league rivals. 

Kincaid scored the game 
winner early in the third 
overtime on a great set up 
from Erickson, but it was 
the defense who actually 
started the play, making a 
clear and getting the ball up 
to Robarge in the midfield. 

Robarge brought the ball 
up towards the offensive end 
before it was knocked away 
and that is where Erickson 
scooped it up and went on a 
fast break before flipping it 
off to Kincaid rifled a shot 
past the stunned Lowell 
goalie.

Chances are, you or some- 
one you know.has had back 
pain. Each year 15 percent 
of the population has their 
-first episode of back pain, 
-and. over the course of our 
lives, 80% of us will have 
‘back pain.

Medication 
"Low back pain is the No. 1 


‘reason for opioid prescrip-

2106, the CDC recommended > 


against the use of opioids for 

‘back pain in favor of “non- 
‘drug treatments like physi- 
cal therapy.” 


Imaging 

Having an X-ray or MRI 
for back pain is common, 
however it’s rarely needed 
or helpful. Research has 
NEVER demonstrated a 
link between imaging and 
symptoms. As we _ age, 
degenerative changes on 
imaging is common. 

Ninety percent of people 
age 50 to 55 have disc degen- 
eration when _ imaged, 
whether they have symp- 
toms or not. 

In 2015 a study that looked 
at 1,211 MRI scans of people 
with no pain found that 87.6 
percent had a disc bulge 

Just getting an image 
increases the chances that 
youll have surgery by 34 
percent. 


Surgery 

The US has sky high rates 
for back surgeries - 40 per- 
cent higher than any other 
country and 5x higher than 
the UK. You’d think that 
with all the back surgeries 
we do, we’d be pretty good 
at it but the outcomes are 
terrible!

Physical Therapy 


Current clinical practice 
guidelines support manual 
therapy and exercise. 
Research proves that early 
PT lead to better outcomes 
with lower costs, and 
decreases the risk of sur- 
gery, unnecessary imaging, 
and use of opioids.
